Council Spurs 
Completion of 
Parking Areas 


Menlo Park city council Tues- 
day night further expedited final 
development of parking plazas 
south of Santa Cruz avenue by 
authorizing City Manager C. L. 
Longson to call for bids for clear- 
ing buildings from most of the 
18 parcels involved. 

The council also moved to de- 
posit $55,922.50 with the county 
clerk, to pay for lands awarded 
the city in a condemnation trial 
three months ago. 

And meanwhile, City attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr. announced, 
April 9 has been set as date for 
condemnation trial concerning 
the D. D. Graham property at 

1029 Evelyn street, the last re- 
maining parcel of the 18 on 
which a court action is required. 

Owners of three of the parcels 
awarded to the city in the previ- 
ous trial have indicated, however, 
that they intend to appeal the 
court’s decision. 

The call for bids for clearing 
the land should be handled by the 
city manager, councilmen decided, 
because there are two families in 
residence in one of the buildings 
which must be torn down. Thus 
bids cannot be called until these 
buildings are vacant. 

The city was enabled to act on 
the parking project, in regard to 
both depositing funds with the 
county and in regard to clearing 
of the land, with filing of the 
judgement of the court Tuesday. 

O’Keefe urged the actions at 
the Tuesday evening meeting, so 
that the funds could be on file by 
yesterday. 


City Proposes 
Deadline Law 
For House Movers 


Menlo Park city councilmen 
this week directed City Attorney 
James A. O'Keefe Jr., to draft an 
ordinance which would require 
house movers to complete any task 
undertaken, within 90 days. 

The proposed law would also 
require that buildings being mov- 
ed around the city, or into the 
city, should be inspected first by 
the building inspector to ascertain 


| whether they could stand the trip. 


The new law was asked by 
Building Inspector James D. 
Steiger, who said he was prompt- 
ed to ask for such a regulation 
at this time hecause of the 
number of houses being moved 
as Bayshore freeway is extended. 

In order to assure performance, 
Steiger said, the law should re- 
quire each house mover to post a 

$2000 bond for the work; the in- 
spection should cost $10 if the

With the continuing rapid growth of the entire Peninsula 
area, it is a poor reflection on the health of democracy here that 
in 1956 San Mateo county should have fewer registered voters 
than it did two years ago. At this time, however, it is a fact. In 
1954, some 38,000 voters were dropped from the rolls for not 
and renewed 


voting in that year’s election. Since then, new 


registrations have not come anywhere near closing the gap, let 


alone reflecting our thousands of newcomers. 
Your vote in national elections is important to the nation, 
But even more important is your vote on the local, county and 
state levels. In these smaller areas, your individual ballot 
carries proportionately greater weight and plays a larger part 
in keeping your community the kind of place you want it to be. 

If you are not registered now, it is already too late to do so 
for the April 10 municipal elections. March 25 is the last chance 
to get your name on the list as eligible to vote in the May 18 
school elections, and if you don't act quickly, you will find your- 
self unable to have your say in the June primaries. 

To be eligible to register as a voter, you must have lived in 
California for one year, in the county for 90 days and in the com- 
munity for 54 days prior to the election. 

If you meet these qualifications but “just haven't got around 
to registering,” do it now! If, through negligence, you fail to 
have your say on local issues at the ballot box, you have little 
right to complain later about how your community, your schools, 
your county, state and nation are being run. 


SAFER MILE 


The most dangerous stretch of highway between San Fran- 
cisco and San Jose has moved. No longer does the “Bloody Mile” 
between Belle Haven overpass and Willow road qualify for that 
title. 

In the first five days after opening of the new Willow-Bay- 
shore traffic interchange, not one accident —not even a mere 
fender-bender — was recorded along that stretch by the highway 
patrol. 

Ask those who reside within earshot of that thorough- 
fare, those who have become accustomed to the screech of 
brakes, the crash of metal and the howl of ambulance sirens, 
and you will learn that such a quiet period is something new 
in their experience.

Somewhere in this area, we imagine, lives some one who 
would not be alive today but for that overpass. Looking back 
over newspaper files for the last year, we can find names of a 
number of persons who died because the overpass was not com- 
pleted earlier. 

It is no news to the state highway commission that our road 
network is hopelessly inadequate and that men, women and chil- 
dren are dying because of it. The previous tragic record of our 
“Bloody Mile,” matched against the new, safer look caused by one 
traffic interchange, however, serves as a reminder to all of us of 
the need for foresight and advanced planning. 

When some one predicts the need for action on a highway 
project, be carerul how you scoff and withhold your support from 
the proposal. \ few years’ delay may mean the lives of others — 
or perhaps yourself. 

Who is to say who might have died last weekend had the 
overpass not been completed? Have YOU traveled Bayshore 
recently?

Shooting for 3 National Records

Then Forrest Jisted the records he was after: the two-mile 
relay, 7:56.0 set by Bellflower, Calif., in 1953; the four-mile relay, 
183;17.7 set by Grossmount, Calif., and the distance medley relay, 
which adds up to 2'2 miles, 10:35.1 set by Compton, Calif., in 1952. 

These events, of course, are not included in regular dual track 
meets so the Vikes have entered in just about every relay meet they 
could find in Northern California and put on a couple of their own} 
to boot. 

Jamieson admits the Vikes are not likely to get all three and, in 
fact, the only one he is really banking on is the distance medley. His 
Palo Alto team has never been defeated in this event since he z2ssem- 
bled it two years ago. 

The Vikes have not gotten under 11 minutes yet this season, but 
when you are running four boys that far—great slices can be taken 
off times in comparatively short periods. 

Jamieson plans two major assaults on the medley record. The 
first will be April 14 at the El Cerrito Relays and the second 
will be April 28 at the Stockton Relays. 

“We may not be ready in time for El Cerrito, but we hope to be 
able to at least give the record a good scare by that time,” Jamieson | 
confided. 

No one will deny the Vikes have the talent to give all three of 
these records “a good scare.” Jamieson is so plush with distance men } 
that he can never tell you until two days before a meet, when he runs | 
off his six of seven aces. just which men a relay team will be -

One can be safe, though, in figuring that Ron Larrieu will always 
be on the club. He is the defending Peninsula Athletic League mile 
champion and the Palo Alto high school record-holder.

A month from now they might seem mighty small. 

The four-mile relay record is a secondary goal for the Vikings, 
but if everybody whips into top shape and things go well—as they 
must for any record performance—it may be easier to realize 
than the medley. 

Add up those four top miles clockings we quoted above. They 
come out to 18:15.6—2.1 seconds under the present national record. 
The Paly milers wouldn’t even have to improve—they would just | 
have to equal their previous bests—all on the same day. 

Of course, that may be a lot to ask and Jamieson is not going to 
be disappointed if it doesn’t happen. He may not have a chance to} 
compete in the four-mile event until after the regular track season | 
as the race will not be run in any of the meets Paly has entered so far. } 

There will have to be considerable improvement at all stations 
if the Vikes are going to get the two-mile record. but it certainly 
isn’t out of reach. Top effort for that one will be made at the Mar-! 
tinez Relays on April 21, according to the present schedule. | 


So if the inside story on Paly’s distance plans isn’t enough, 

here’s one more tip from Jamieson—straight from the shoulder: 
Palo Alto sophomore Dave Kilbourne may be one of the best high | 
school hurdlers in the state when he is a senior. Jamieson says Kil-} 
is the best he has ever | 
coached. The kid took his first flight of 70-yard lows of the season, | 
about a month ago in the cold, in 9.7, strictly sensational for that early. 
_ He has been ill and out of school the past week, which may slow 
hsi development, but Jamieson says to look for big things from the 
lad. Only trouble as far as the Palo Alto coach is concerned is that 
Kilbourne lives in the district of the new Cubberley high school and 

will transfer away from Paly when that plant opens next fall.

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Weeds Pose Problem of Control 


But Action Now 


By TERRY LEE 


Wish as one might, the spring 
crop of weeds will not disappear 
without some effort on your part. 
The weeds can be turned under 
or pulled up, chopped off or spray- 
ed with chemicals. 

But they had better not be 
nored, or you will have 
else growing in your 
year, and a bigger 
next year. : 

Actually, it would be a sorry 
thing for agriculture if there 
were no weeds. They make us 
stir the soil, and stirring the 
soil is the foundation of good 
gardening. Even knowing this, 
we are likely to be neglectful 
unless the weeds constantly re- 
mind us of it. 

Weeds even add their bit to the 
soil. 

The plants, when disked in, pro 
vide humus; the reots hold the 
soil in place, preventing erosion 
or wind stripping: the leaves make 
heavy rain drops break into a fine 
mist, easily absorbed by the soil 

A cover of weeds is always bet 
ter than bare earth. 

Under the soil bank program. 
where areas will be allowed to re 
vert to natural grasses and plants. 
we will probably see a great in- 
crease in wild life. 

It would be wonderful to gain 
back some of the birds we have 
“cultivated” away. 

Actually, the great increase in 
scale and aphis, which in time will 
cause the death of our California 
oaks, is due partly to the loss of 
the birds that kept these pests un- 
der control. 

NOT WANTED 

By definition, a weed is a plant 
that is not wanted. There are, 
therefore, no species of weed, for 
a plant that is a weed in one place 
may not be in another.

In the orchard and un- 
cultivated fields it is a boon to 
the farmer, but a flower bed 
it is a weed, 

There are, of course, 
that are habitual weeds, 
their wild state, where they do 
not intrude on cultivated areas, 
they can scarcely be called weeds. 

The best way to destroy weeds 
is to practise good gardening. 

Open ground that is rototilled 
year after year will gradually 
produce fewer thistles and less 
dock and support the native 
grasses. These grasses can be 
kept cut in a backyard orchard 
and provide a pleasant surface 
during the summer. 

The way ‘to kéep weéds out of 
the lawn is to keep the grass | 
growing thick and strong. A thin 
spot is a real invitation to the 
weeds. 

The quickest way to make your 
lawn thick is to fertilize it at least 
in the spring and fall. Once again 
in the summer will do wonders. If 
weeds do come. the annuals are 
destroyed by frequent mowing. 
Perennials like dandelion and 
plantain need a treatment with 
2-4.D,.

but there is nothing to control 
wild grasses in the lawn, except 
a thick lawn, and nothing to con- 
trol broad leaved weeds in the 
flower garden except chopping 
them down. 

If the weeds are big in the flow- 
er bed they have to be pulled up 
and removed or they can re-root 
in the soft ground, or re-grow if 
only the tops are removed. 

If the weeds are tiny, culti- 
vating the surface with a hoe 
will kill them—and greatly ben- 
efit the flowers. I use a grass 
clipping mutch all summer 
around my plants to hold down 
the weed population. 

One has to admire this tremen- 
dous desire of weeds to survive. 
They come up fast, twine their 
roots with those of a desirable| 
plant, and even try to find a plant 
that has leaves like its own. 
consolation is that weeds 
lush in good soil, so if 
no weeds, you should 
concerned.

Renovation means the cutting 
back of old, too tall plant material, 
perhaps as far down as one-third 
feet above ground, to give new 
life and good form to an over- 
grown shrub.

Established trees that have 
sparse or bad colored foliage may 
need a feeding. Make holes in the 
ground with a crowbar, spacing 
them two feet apart and 18 inches 
deep in three circles, two feet 
apart, starting at the outer reach 
of the branches. 

A complete chemical fertiliz- 
er should be put in the holes and 
covered with fine soil. 

A fair application is one pound 
per each inch of circumference of 
the trunk at ground level. Keep 
the tree well watered several 
weeks to prevent burning. 


Order seeds you want while 
there is a full selection. If you 
don’t want to raise your own 
seedlings, tell your nurseryman 
what you would like and he can 
start them now. Do try some- 
thing new, as every year the vari- 
eties are improved.

Plants require more water dur- 
ing a spell of windy days and cool 
nights. The leaves are apt to shri- 
vel and buds drop as the flow of 
sap slows up, often producing a 
toxic condition. Water early in 
the morning so the plants can as- 
simulate the water. If you are 
busy, a mulch of compost will pro- 


tect all plants.

March winds will blow and you 


had better stake all newly planted 
trees, secure to the fence the new

Roses are beginning to leaf out 
and it is a wise gardener who is 
prepared to face the spray pro- 
gram. Rust and mildew appear 
when the weatheris cool, but are 
easily controlled by a combina- 
tion spray of fermate (for rust) 
and bordeau or Orthorix (for mil- 
dew) applied every two weeks. 

Aphis: will appear, as they do 
on every plant in the garden. I 
have had great success by using 
malathion sprayed on_ three 
times at three-day intervals. 

New rose. bushes, properly 


| planted should not need feeding, 


but older ones do well with a half 
a teacup of commercial fertilizer 
scratched in around the roots ev- 
ery month from March to Septem- 
ber.

Remember the basic principles 
of pruning: young trees are prun- 
ed for shape and structural 
strength. Pruning should be at a 
minimum on these trees so grow- 
th will not be stunted. 

On older trees pruning is 
done to remove dead or diseas- 
ed wood and to stimulate addi- 
tional growth of new fruiting 
wood. 

Make the cut as close to a later- 


al as possible. Use only sharp 
tools.

Tree borers in a peach or other 
fruit trees will make the tree 
“bleed” and seriously weaken it. 
Most of these insects attack only 
trees awakened by sunburn, lack 
of water, or scars caused by culti- 
vating tools. If these trees are 


| kept healthy, the borers canont do 


much damage. Wrap the trunks 
of new trees lightly with corrigat- 
ed paper; cover scars with a tree 


paint; irrigate at least monthly 
during the summer.
